Tho door was taken 
off its hinges and a number of armed assassins 
poured into, the cabin. The father was shot 
on I tho floor, having sprung out of bed; the 
wife was bludgeoned to doiuh, and then tho 
inner room was entered.

grandmother was attacked and her skull was 
crushed by a rain of blows which loft bone, 
blood and "brain one red mass of pulp. Michael 
was shot in tho stomach; his sister was struck 
on the head by a blow which left her dead,and 
Patrick, the younger child, was badly boutou 
over tho head and face with a stick. 
Michael, 


wounded fatally and his bowels protruding 
through a bullet reu', in tho stomach, crawled 
out of tho bed in which lay the corpses of bis 
grandmother and his sister. He found his 
father lying dead on tho lloor, and Ins step- 
mother dying in her bed. 
Terrified and faint, 


afraid to return to that horrible, bed, reeking 
with gore aud ghastly with, its dead, that lie 
had left in the inner room; trembling with 
dread to remain by the naked corpse of his 
father, feeling the pangs of death himself, he 
crept in by the side of his father's wife.

Connection with Magnetic Storms. 


NEW YOKE, Nov. i32.—A well-known as- 


tronomer said to a Sun reporter: ''Sinco tha 
great magnetic atorm of Friday, and the bril. 
liant auroral display last night, perhaps you 
would llko to look at tha sun spot that was 
probably itt tho bottom of all this disturbance. 
To bo more accurate, perhaps, I should say 
that tho causes which Jc;d to tho formation 
of tho sun spot also produced tho storm. 
It

matter. 
What 
wo 
do 


know is that when sun spots are moat numer- 
ous and largest, then auroras and magnetic 
atorma arc most frequent and most violent. 
This has boon strikingly exemplified during 
tho present year.

great magnetic storms, and simultaneously 
with each of these storms sun spots of ex- 
traordinary magnitude have been visible. I 
caught sight of tho prosor.t great spot just 
coming around tho uclgo of tho sun on No- 
vember l;>, and since then there has been morci 
or less electric aud magnetic disturbance, cul- 
minating in tho marvelous auroral ou'.burst of 
lost Friday. 1 think this spot is identical with 
tho one which made its appearance during the 
perihelion of tho great comet, but it has 
changed greatly in appearance."

trial by combat. 
J l o contundud that if r.nro- 


pcalud anciunt procedure is good law, his claim 
tu demand tho "u-agoro of battuj" was as jusi 
luul equitable us the "stand aaido" privilege..

Dur- 
ing the roars of laughter, Woiss atood without 
a smile on his face, a picture of solid, substan- 
tial misery. 
While conscious of the absurdity 


of his claims ar.d the impossibility of substan- 
tiating them, Weiss made tho appeal with a 
tragic earnestness that almost induced convul- 
sions. Tho upshot is iikely to bo that the case 
will bo laughed out of court

bird register extends I find a record of 
the arrival of the nocturnal songster as 
occurring between the 8th and 10th of 
May. Dr. Brewer claims never to have 
heard these notes later than August; but 
in late .September, in a night's walk 
through the hidden glories ofthe Hama- 
po Valley, I havo been cheered by nig 
song. 
No other American bird is so 


shy and retiring as the whip-poor-will, 
and whore is the happy ornithologist 
who has found his apology for a nestP 
I ouoe spent portions of each day of tha 
unt.ire month of June in searching for 
such a nest, and in the end was unre- 
warded. 
The habitual walker of tho 


woods will, sooner or later, stumble on 
their noonday retreats, but it is difficult 
to get into close proximity. They ily 
noiselessly and rapidly and have that 
protective plumage upon which Mr. 
Darwin laid so much stress. 
All day 


long, when undisturbed, they will rest 
on Uie lower branches of some em- 
bowered tree,and only when the gloam- 
ing deepens do they come forth in search 
of nocturnal insects. 
Nightly one used 


to come and sit on a large stone near 
the farmhouse. I have stolen softly put 
to within a few feet, and watching him, 
as he would dart out and catch an in- 
sect, returning to the stone to enjoy his 
tidbit, after the manner of the phccbe. 
Ilia note is preceded -by a sort of cluck. 
Audubon found hia song, as'he camped 
in the solitudes of the forest, one of the 
most delightful sounds of nature, sweet- 
er to him than that of the • nightingale, 
Burroughs describes a nest stumbled 
upon—two elliptical, whitish, spotted 
eSSs lying upon dry leaves^—and though 
he returned to it day after day, it was 
always a task to separate the bird1 from 
her surroundings, though he stood with- 
in a few feet of her, and he knew just 
wbore to look.—Independent.
